G.S.R. 1865.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 63 of the Assam 
Reorganisation (Meghalaya) Act, 1969 (55 of 1960), the Central Government, after 
consultation with the Governments of Assam and Maghalaya, hereby constitutes 
a committee consisting of— 

(I) the Chief Minister of Assam, 

(II) the Chief Minister of Meghalaya, and 

(ili) one Minister each from Assam and Meghalaya, 
for advising the two Governments on matters of common interest with respect to 
Shillong in the field of education and water supply in particular, and with respect 
to its development and administration in general: 

Provided that If for any reason the Chief Minister of Assam or the Chief 
Minister of Meghalaya Is unable to attend any meeting of the Committee, a 
Minister nominated by the Chief Minister concerned may attend the meeting on 
his behalf. 

2. The Chief Minister of Assam and the Chief Minister of Meghalaya shall 
alternately preside over the meetings of the Committee and whenever either Chief 
Minister is absent, the other Chief Minister shall preside and In case both Chief 
Ministers are absent, members present at a meeting may decide as to who should 
preside over the meeting.
